HOW IT LOOKS AT POHTAOE. 


South of Portage the operators 


have had a serious struggle to over- 
come the salt water supply. 
They 


have stuck to the text, however, with 
a tenacity that is to be commended 
and are now receiving their reward 
Some of the wells that ten days ago 
yielded less than ten barrels a day 
are now producing from twenty to 
forty barrels. The owners can give 
no reason for such action beyond the 
fact that they pump less salt water 
and more oil. 
This teaches the 


lesson in oilography that as soon as 
large bodies of salt water are re- 
moved there occurs a general 
inflow 


of oil. 


On the west side of the Portage 


group the same conditions prevail. 
King & Murphy, on the southwest 
corner of the Seagart farm, relate 
that they have a very fine oil pro- 
rioo.er when the water is kept in sub- 
jection. This can be done properly 
in that section only by the use of 
from three to four inch tubing. 
Sand Is found there at 1,275 feet.

On the eastern half the Seargent

Thii Is traceable for 
many miles and has been touched on 
both sides all the way from south- 
eastern Scott to Troy townships, 
Wood county, a distance of twelve 
Buiics;. This water belt !s usually 
from half a mile to a mile and a half 
Id width. Operators fear It as they 
tliey would a tire or sea serpent. 
It, 


however, may not be as dangerous as 
it appears from the surface.

less if the water was pumped for a 
season some valuable oil wells would 
be obtained right in the heart of the 
dip, and, therefore, the

IIomrniA'lo Corn Tl«-. 


A New York farmer, writing to Rural 


New Yorker, tcll.s of a de\ice for bind- 
ing corn 111 sh'x'ks which be has found 
to bo much quicker aud better than to 
tiM* htalks. IIo .says : 


Take old elm b.uiel staves, cut them 


into four or fi\o inch lengths and split 
them 1'., inch wide. 
With a circular 


saw cut tin in diagonally near each end 
fine-half or three quartern of an inch 
These fasteners can lie made very fas-t, 
us no guide is needed. To use them put 
a quantity of them in a half bushel bas- 
ket, a ball of binding twine tuid a knife. 
Wind the end of the twine onco around 
tho fastener iu the notch, pa.ss armmd 
tho ah^'k and .'raw it as hard a-> neces- 
sary. 
Wind the t\\ine once 
around 


througli the notch and cr.t it (iff. 
It is 


advisable to \ \ t a r a glove on the right 
hand, at, the twine will make it teudet 
after a day or 
KI>. 
A man can bind a 


sh<x'k in this way much tighter and 
quicker than ho can select the stalks for 
a baud. Then if tho corn is drawn in tho 
barn for hut-king unwind one end, draw 


snug and tight and can bo husked with- 
out unbinding if desired. 
Tin i-e pieces 


could be ripped from tho edge of any 
tough 1'j inch lumber and made for a 
triflo at any shop, but any one having a 
foot power saw can make enongh in two 
hours for ten acres of coin.
